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the most significant educational move- 

ments our time the increasing attention 
the long chain brilliant discoveries beginning with 
Pasteur and Lister and the remarkable achieve- 
ments sanitary engineering. once had the 
belief that the great battle for health could 
brought successful conclusion through the im- 
provement environment and the prevention 
disease infections. This belief has not been justi- 
fied. The recent revelations connection with 
malnutrition, for example, show the need addi- 
tional methods promote the vigorous health 
our children. 

have now entered new epoch health edu- 
cation and control. period realization that 
the training the individual tremendous worth. 
Sanitary science may provide pure water and milk, 
but one the great needs the present teach 
both children and adults drink the pure water 
and milk provided. campaign for the inculca- 
tion health habits has now been inaugurated. 
The Bureau Education, the Child Health 
Organization America, the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association, and many other national organiza- 
tions have popularized training health habits 
that not exaggeration say that prob- 
lem has been attacked with more originality and 
vigor the last few years. Teaching health habits 
has now become vital part the curriculum 
many our public schools. 

The health habits now taught, however, relate 
almost exclusively the physical welfare the child. 
There obvious neglect training those 
habits that insure mental health. virgin 
field for parents and teachers comparable its im- 
portance the one which now making its dra- 
matic appeal teachers and children. Such train- 


ing now known necessary prevent insan- 
ity and nervous disorder. 

The recent war shed much light this whole 
problem. Statistics show that 72,000 men were re- 
jected from our draft army because mental dis- 
ease. the British army one soldier five was 
discharged because functional nervous disorder. 
our own country today one every three our 
disabled service men hospitals neuro-psychi- 
atric patient. The draft and world war not only 
showed the shocking prevalence mental disturb- 
ance but also the effectiveness measures pre- 
vention and cure. 

peace notice that the number patients 
our mental hospitals about equal those 
all other hospitals. About 200,000 new patients 
enter every year. They represent tremendous ex- 
pense the state. However, all authorities agree 
that our hospital facilities for mental patients are 
quite inadequate. Besides the more serious disorders 
requiring institutional treatment there are minor 
ones called nervousness and nervous breakdown, 
which entail great economic loss and suffering. ad- 
dition have nervous and behavior disorders lead- 
ing juvenile delinquency and twists character. 

The thoughtful student mental disorder must 
appalled the situation today. thousands 
individuals who will find their way this year into 
mental hospitals develop nervousness and mental 
breakdown have with very few exceptions passed 
through our public and private schools without any 
recognition the signs mental disorder with- 
out any steps being taken prevent personal 
tragedy. Both parents and teachers need recog- 
nize the signs mental disturbance, but.it even 
more necessary that they should know how deal 
with children prevent the appearance any 
such symptoms.

Fortunately prevention both possible and prac- 
tical. Dr. Riggs recent article says, 
through applying little the knowledge formu- 
lated mental hygiene, great many, probably 
all, cases nervous breakdown could 
Authorities differ the amount mental dis- 
turbance that preventable, but many them say 
one half. 

The present situation challenge our schools, 
particularly our kindergartens and elementary 
schools, for early childhood that pernicious 
mental habits are formed which later adult 
life may result nervous disorder. How impor- 
tant is, then, that children the very beginning 
school life should trained meet life the 
right way.. While heredity very important, nor- 
mal children, with good inheritance, may become 
mentally unbalanced through bad training. 
only inculcating good mental habits that chil- 
dren will develop strong and wholesome personal- 
ities capable adjustment increasingly com- 
plex civilization. 

Many the mental habits which mental hygi- 
ene would have established seem commonplace, but 
those who have come contact with the mentally 
unbalanced and have had hand their re-educa- 
tion back sanity appreciate their significance. 

Before considering those habits which are pri- 
marily mental let notice the importance for men- 
tal health the cultivation those habits which 
relate more specifically the physical health. 
obvious principle psychology and physiol- 
ogy, although frequently disregarded, that condi- 
tions mind affect the body and conditions body 
affect the mind. Every teacher should keep this 
principle mind. healthy mind makes for 
healthy body. The literature mental hygiene 
filled with proofs mental disorder carrying its 
train abnormal physical conditions. Individuals 
who shrink from meeting the real facts life 
their failure take refuge neurosis with symptoms 
physical illness. all know that even cold 
some other minor disability clouds our mental 
horizon. evident that the health habits that 
are now being stressed our schools, habits such 


playing the open air, cleanliness, drinking 


milk but avoiding tea and coffee, eating fruit and 
green vegetables, long hours sleep, and daily elim- 
ination—help make the body strong and vigorous 
and thus promote healthful states mind. One 
the habits which now being stressed nutrition 
classes, but which should emphasized with all 
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children, that taking few hours every day for 
thorough relaxation and rest. This habit, estab- 
lished childhood and carried into adult life, 
will tend prevent fatigue psychoses and help 
the cultivation sense leisure badly needed 
withstand the strain modern life. 

What not generally recognized parents and 
teachers today that the persistent resistance 
certain children forming food and sleep habits 
may sign nervous disorder and should 
treated such. 

discussion some the distinctive mental 
habits which little children should form should 
borne mind that these habits are essential every 
age. Special effort should made have them 
formed early childhood, however, because this 
period characterized great plasticity. 
time can they learned with such ease. This 
early period also danger period when vicious 
mental habits may fasten themselves children un- 
less good mental habits are fostered. 

brief review some the more important 
mental habits for normal children now follows: 


MEETING REALITY SQUARELY 


This statement very general attitude 
which involved every mental habit dis- 
cussed. Reality the sense which used here 
refers everything the world which the 
vidual called upon make adjustments. Ina 
broad way includes one’s environment people 
and things. The most pernicious mental habits 
that dodging reality. The little child soon real- 
izes that crying will often lead satisfying the sen- 
sations hunger. Later may discover quite un- 
consciously that attack tantrums will help him 
also avoid something disagreeable. Often vom- 
iting mechanism easily touched off may used 
threat with parents effectively that the child 
grows gastric invalid. dominates the 
household and imposes his will not merely situa- 
tions relating food but all other situations 
which wishes avoid. indirect rather than 
direct way found gain his ends. vicious 
habit mind formed. becomes fussy and 
nervous child. All this happens because the parents 
are likely have mistaken ideas sympathy; they 
lack insight and courage train the child meet 
reality directly and successfully. The nervous child 
answering this, description needs cultivate better 
habits adaptation life. such case the 
teacher can very little without the co-operation 
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the home. just such situations that 
need psychiatric nurses psychiatric social workers 
connection with our schools visit homes and 
help re-educate the parents that child’s home 
program may revised. Every school system needs 
also among its regular school physicians one more 
physicians who are skilled mental hygienists. 

Every teacher may something encourage 
children attack problem squarely and carry 
through successful conclusion. The child who 
attempts something and finds much more 
difficult than expected, who tries avoid 
shallow excuses, needs inspired carry un- 
til succeeds. can shown this way that 
the reasons gave for not continuing his efforts 
were unsound. Children when they are beaten 
game contest are likely develop grudges and 
grouchiness. Instead trying discover just why 
they failed they are likely give irrelevant excuses 
such being tired, sick, perhaps younger than 
their competitors. The spirit good sportsman- 
ship needs encouraged. Admiration for the 
good player and the play should stimulated. 
The loser should inspired profit from his mis- 
takes and the victory others. teach children 
lose gracefully without ill-will should the aim 
every good teacher. 


EXPECTING AND ACHIEVING SUCCESS 


Success one the necessities healthful liv- 
ing. takes the sting out worry and makes life 
happy and efficient. Habitual failure leads de- 
pression and morbid state mind with accom- 
panying nervous disorder. 

One the most caustic criticisms made our 
schools their inculcation habits failure. 
This the result part discredited pedagogy 
which emphasizes the teaching subjects rather 
than children, but probably due largely the 
ignorance the varying abilities chil- 
dren. the teacher really knew that certain pupils 
were unable certain kinds work she would 
not attempt the impossible; she would teach those 
children what they could learn and that would mean 
some measure success. development edu- 
cational measurement offers alluring possibilities 
helping teach children what they can learn. 
thorough physical and mental examination chil- 
dren school entrance should encouraged. 
will enable teachers know much more about the 
material with which they must work. 

the more perfect school system the future 


may hope that failures will uncommon that 
they will reduced vanishing point. This does 
not mean that every boy and girl will successful 
graduating from grammar school, high school, 
college. means that may know much about 
children’s abilities that they will directed into 
those fields where they will successful. 

One the first essentials mental health 
this: individual must retain respect for himself. 
has most insistent craving for the approbation 
and respect others and for acertain amount 
superiority over them. His own life must seem 
him worth while. requires but little reflec- 
tion realize this. Recall how sensitive you are 
and how depressing often slight failure 
all us. But witness also the intoxication 
success. Many can trace the larger successes 
life back the minor ones childhood. While 
certain amount failure desirable, particularly 
used stepping stone achievement, habitual 
failure crime. The child meeting with habitual 
failure bound retain his self-respect through 
the bypaths physical disability possibly be- 
coming delinquent. 

Those who lived through the experiences 
the World War know how important morale was 
considered. strove undermine among our 
enemies and the most skillful methods en- 
deavored get our soldiers and civilians expect 
and achieve success. morale important for 
armies how important for the great army 
boys and girls fighting the battles life. 


EFFECTIVE ACTION THE FACE DIFFICULTIES 


When disagreeable situation presents itself the 
natural tendency run away from it, deny 
that exists, worry about it, and finally, perhaps, 
build defense mechanisms delinquency, 
nervousness, and fancied physical disability. None 
these reactions make for effective living. The 
difficult situation still remains and the method 
response only makes the situation worse. Instead 
fleeing instinctively from danger better from 
the point view mental hygiene face and 
attack the danger. 

dealing with little children should try 
realize that their little problems are often acute 
our own, and that very important that they 
should taught solve them satisfactory 
way. children make clear-cut decisions 
and act difficult situations eliminates the feeling 
helplessness, reduces fear, and repels worry. En- 
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couraging children their best and abide 
cheerfully the consequences tremendous 
worth furthering happy childhood and the 
prevention nervous breakdown later life. 


SELF-EXPRESSION 

The nervous breakdowns adolescence and later 
life are never due hard work alone. the con- 
flict between doing what one feels that must 
and doing the thing that would like 
that saps one’s vitality and disturbs mental bal- 
ance. better example healthful mental activ- 
ity can probably found than the life Thomas 
Edison, whose indefatigable and fruitful applica- 
tion marvel the world. has found ade- 
quate expression himself his work. The story 
told that one day Mrs. Edison tried persuade 
him take vacation. She said she wished 
would start the next day and just what 
wanted do. promised faithfully, and kept 
his word. The next morning found him usual 
his way his laboratory. 

Our sympathies out the little girl who when 
asked what her name was, said: 
the midst new and fascinating world, have 
too many Mary Don’ts and Johnny In- 
stinctive impulses draw them like magnets, but 
between these impulses and the satisfactions their 
desires stands, too often with threatening mien, the 
parent, the teacher, the policeman. Thwarted 
many ways there little wonder that twists 
character develop—stealing, lying, and possibly sex 
perversions. 

Fortunately the kindergarten was pioneer 
the field self-expression and now both kindergar- 


ten and elementary schools are fairly well launched 


this new adventure projects and free work 
which promises much for mental health and educa- 
tion. are now fair way change Mary’s 
name from Mary Don’t Mary Do. 


SELF-CONTROL 


Giving children chance express their instinc- 
tive life through wholesome, habitual activities leads 
also self-control, without which the individual 
helpless the mastery self the world. Lack 
self-control means that there break between 
one’s ideals and his deeds. This means failure and 
dissociation, both allies mental disorder. 

Parents and teachers need remember that 
self-control does not develop from prohibitions and 
inhibitions but through the growth worth-while 
interests and activities. children form the habit 


reacting from higher motives lower impulses will 
lose their attractiveness. 


CONCENTRATION ATTENTION 

the child’s world play there complete 
absorption. The attention focused intently 
the problem hand. There opportunity for 
vicious dissociation. But the schoolroom the 
child too often concerned with tasks that are hum- 
drum and meaningless. Under such conditions day- 
dreams, expressions his instinctive life, become 
substitute for reality. His world dreams becomes 
much more attractive than school tasks that 
projects itself frequently into the stream con- 
sciousness, interfering with orderly association and 
promoting disorderly and inefficient 

develop habits concentration attention 
and orderly association the teacher should plan her 
work such way that the children will have 
clear notion what expected them; should 
adjusted their capacities and interests. 
the lower grades the class periods should short 
and vigorous, followed change and relaxation. 
dawdling should tolerated. Such proce- 
dure would not only advance the regular work the 
school but also the mental health the children. 


OBJECTIVE INTERESTS 

Mental health depends making adjustments 
the world which live. Many children find- 
ing difficulty adjustment and experiencing keen 
disappointment substitute wistful thinking for real- 
ity. Facts are replaced symbols. This drives 
the mind inward escape reality and develops mor- 
bid self-consciousness and divorce from the real 
world. 

Morbid introspection bad mental habit, and 
one way prevent cure develop inter- 
ests the objective world. Much our academic 
work schools unfortunately leads lack con- 
tact with real world things. Playing with 
blocks, cutting and pasting, learning use tools, 
gardening, and the various constructive activities 
foster interests that are desirable for little children. 

The rapid and successful development occu- 
pational therapy our mental hospitals elo- 
quent testimony the worth objective interests. 


NORMAL SOCIAL RELATIONSHIPS 
The escape from reality often means escape 
from human beings. Practically every case among 
the thousands that flow through our psychopathic 
hospitals bears evidence social maladjustment. 
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Treatment invariably means making such change 
social relationships that the individual can get 
along. 

The flight ideal world normal certain 
extent. found early childhood. Little chil- 
dren build play world peopled companions 
their own choosing. Ordinarily this pleasant 
diversion, makes the commonplace interesting, and 
offers opportunity for originality and creative 
imagination. only when this world becomes 
habitually more attractive than the real social world 
and takes the tang reality that there grave 
danger. Such child finds the real world people 
hard, get along with, shrinks from contact with it, 
and develops anti-social tendencies. attempting 
get along with people such child may 
keenly disappointed that retires more and more 
into shut-in personality. Then his dreams all 
desires are satisfied, his ambitions become realized; 
but finds more and more difficult get along 
with real companions. 

dealing with such children are often likely 
our attitude. Both methods will tend confirm 
them their bad habits. The best way let 
the child know that you understand his sensitive- 
ness. Then try inspire him take the spirit 
the sportsman and mingle with his fellows spite 
his feeling. provide opportunities for social 
co-operation, teach children how get along with 
others, the very greatest significance for mental 


health. 
SELF-RELIANCE 


This one the virtues associated ordinarily 
with moral and successful living. now know 
that plays powerful part mental health. 

One the hardest things life learn 
depend one’s self. Each step forward normal 
growth means pulling anchor safety cove and 
embarking untried sea. Children are likely 
shrink from such undertakings unless they are care- 
fully trained. Failure this often leads much 
mental disorder and invalidism. 

Failure self-reliance common our homes. 
Parents prefer things themselves rather than 
quently the excuse that much easier 
themselves. This doubtless true but they are 
opportunities for character development. 

One cause failure the mother’s desire 
keep her children young long she can. She 


bathes, dresses, and fondles child, and gives him 
his own way such extent that his emancipa- 
tion from parental control greatly handicapped. 
Such child often becomes spoiled child, allowed 
spend time bed the slightest suggestion 
illness, and finds crying and illness convenient ways 
escape disagreeable situations, like drinking milk, 
eating certain foods, etc. Often father wishes his 
children have all the things missed. Since 
had work childhood decides that his children 
shall have all their time for play. The development 
healthy work interests, which every child should 
have, are forbidden. The father forgets that 
handing his children such gifts with effort 
their part giving his children poor training for 
life. 

teachers have been obsessed with the 
value the formal studies such extent that 
only recently that have emphasized the need 
giving children responsibility that they might 
learn things themselves and thus gain confi- 
dence. This newer tendency one the most 
hopeful signs our times. 


WHOLESOME INTERESTS AND ATTITUDES 


have been interested teaching children 
facts that have sadly neglected the education 
the child’s feelings. Power recall facts desir- 
able, but modern psychology teaches that 
the process forgetting exceedingly rapid after 
learning. Most would pass sorry examina- 
tion the facts ancient history that studied 
five ten years ago. this true other studies 
might seriously ask ourselves: educa- 
the fact-jamming process largely fail- 
ure, what does count? not attitudes and inter- 
ests? Does the study history leave our students 
with craving for more knowledge, with admira- 
tion for the great personalities the past, 
there feeling exultation that one part the dis- 
agreeable road toward promotion and graduation 
over? matter who studies will for- 
get most the facts learned, but attitudes will re- 
main. will hate abhor it, will indif- 
ferent will fired brave deeds and perhaps 
realize more fully his obligation the past, his op- 
portunities and responsibilities everyday citizen- 
ship. 
Mental hygiene emphasizes the importance 
children cultivating wholesome interests and atti- 
tudes. these are not established school and home 
training failure. Children should taught 
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love the things they ought love and hate the 
things they ought hate. not deceived. 
These attitudes, interests, and sets mind are es- 
sentials. Are you teaching children love truth, 
accept defeat graciously, develop love fair 
play, courage, self-control, cheerfulness, content- 
ment, determination the best they can and 
content matter what the result? Are you teach- 
ing your pupils feel that they count the world, 
that they are worth while? you are, you are doing 
something valuable for the cause mental health. 


this very cursory review few the men- 
tal habits which young children should form, will 
observed that the problem one adjustment 
environment. The way the little child learns 
meet his world the greatest significance after 
life. learn face life aggressively, meet 
every situation fairly and squarely; learn feel 
satisfied with one’s best, get along well with one’s 
fellows, preserve optimism, self-respect, and good 
will; develop such habits means steady growth 
sanity and mental poise. retreat from reality, 
from the actual world, seek satisfactions 
dreamland, extreme sensitivity, twists char- 
acter, perversions, nervous breakdown, what 
the layman pleased call insanity. 

May pause here pay respects the kin- 
dergarten, whose crowning glory lies its revolu- 
tionary conception the need and value school 
without books. From its very beginning has rec- 
ognized, other part our school system has, 
the worth the individual child. has recognized 
the child human being with human instincts 
and human problems. Satisfying the legitimate 
human needs childhood has always stood above 
the thraldom methods, dogmatic theory, and sub- 
ject-matter. 

The social note, too, has always been conspicu- 
ous the kindergarten. was among the first 
realize keenly the need socializing the child. 
Children must made fit get along with others. 
The sensitive, the stubborn, the peculiar child—now 
the particular problems mental hygiene—have 
always absorbed the attention the kindergarten. 
other words kindergartners have been teaching 
mental hygiene unconsciously for many years. 


now possible see old problems different 
perspective, realize more clearly their origin and 
meaning, and grapple with them more effectively. 

There much caustic criticism our schools 
that pleasure refer the humanizing ten- 
dencies elementary education beyond the kinder- 
garten. giving children more self-expression, 
developing curriculum related their interests, 
encouraging self-reliance, originality, fine morale, 
and its growth the appreciation childhood 
the elementary school has done much for the mental 
health children. long teachers remain 
human and teach children rather than formal sub- 
ject-matter they will powerful aids promoting 
mental health. The study mental hygiene 
the elementary teacher presents one the most 
fertile and fascinating fields today for practical child 
study. 

teachers, are play our part more con- 
sciously and skillfully training for mental health, 
must realize that this field all others ex- 
ample better than precept, that children, partic- 
ularly little children, are sensitive our moods, 
ideals, and habits. would difficult, not im- 
possible, for any teacher convince children that 
cleaning the teeth was very important she neg- 
lected cleaning her own teeth. Likewise shall 
greatly handicapped have not made our own 
lives sweet, sane, and wholesome. 

you wish effective teacher mental 
hygiene learn practice with your pupils the hab- 
its mental health. Take the world you find 
it. not kick against the pricks. Assume that 
you are pretty good sort person and that 
this fairly good sort world. Then train your- 
selves sportsmanlike qualities the mastery 
yourself and your world. The program for mental 
hygiene ideal, but shall richly rewarded 
proportion the efforts make practicing the 
principles healthy living.

determine what and how the kindergarten 
prepares for the primary, must find out 
what phases the curriculum are continued the 
primary grades, and what the kindergarten can 
lay foundation for other subjects which are not 
regular part the kindergarten course study. 
Probably because the kindergarten was for many 
years institution isolated from public school or- 
ganizations, there sprang between the kindergar- 
ten and primary teachers feeling aloofness and 
estrangement, which made chasm that for many 
years threatened grow wider because the dif- 
ference their aims, principles, and practice. 

True the principles its founder, and un- 
hampered the restrictions large organization, 
the kindergarten could work out its ideas freely with- 
out interfering with the other school grades. The 
educational principles Froebel could well 
worked out under these conditions, but the kinder- 
garten needed not only freedom work out its 
principles, but the constructive helpful criticisms 
our educational leaders. When the modern science 
psychology and child study turned the attention 
educators the close observation children, 
was found that the years from four eight were 
one psychological period that kindergarten and 
primary teachers could meet common educational 
ground, with common aims, principles, and methods, 
work out unified course study for the contin- 
uous growth the child during this period. This 
means intelligent and sympathetic co-operation 
teachers children during this period and inti- 
mate knowledge the child, educational activities, 
and scientific methods for promoting normal growth 
and development. 

Two significant movements have grown out 
this need education: the establishment kin- 
dergarten-primary course normal schools for the 
training student teachers both the kindergarten 
and primary grades, and normal extension courses 
for kindergarten and primary teachers already 
the profession. the March number the 
DERGARTEN AND First GRADE, Miss Breckinridge, 
the principal the Louisville Normal School, has 
covered the plan the Kindergarten-Primary Course 
for student training teachers. Teachers trained 


this way are qualified for teaching the child from 
four eight years age, rather than one isolated 
grade his education. The kindergarten and pri- 
mary grade teachers keep close touch, each ‘basing 
her work that the preceding grade. the 
normal school the kindergarten teacher makes out 
her course study first and passes the 
teacher, she turn makes out her plan and passes 
the teacher, and on; each teacher knows 
not only the plans the grade which precedes her, 
but also the plans the grade that follows.

instincts, and native tendencies action which are 
insistent and demand expression. The kindergar- 
ten tries start and give direction every one 
these impulses into channels that will prove valu- 
able now and later for social living. This one 
the factors principles that must reckon with 
the education the kindergarten-primary child. 
The activities and interests throughout this period 
are continuous, and aim provide education 
that permits gradual, continuous, and natural 
growth. There better preparation for future 
living than living worthily and well the life 
today. the teacher with wisdom, knowledge, 
and skill sees that the kindergarten child lives 
richly and abundantly, for today his. utilize 
this great wealth impulse, giving opportunities 
for real and varied exercise, promotes the all-around 


development the child. How different this 
from the old education that considered the child 
miniature adult and fed him with homeopathic doses 
facts that grown people think valuable! Grown 
people dominated the world long that everything 
was arranged for their comfort and the child was left 
out, but today there growing social recognition 
the needs children, and education planning 
minister the child for his health and happi- 
ness. 

The kindergarten provides suitable materials 
subject-matter stimulate and develop such 
these impulses are promising for education, and 
selects from the child’s responses these stimuli for 
further development. Beginning with the child’s 
experiences, which include those connection with 
his home life, relations with nature, journeys, and 
excursions, contact with other social institutions, 
other homes, the trade world, the school, and the 
church, the function the kindergarten supply 
the lacking element the child’s broken bits ex- 
perience, relate them each other, broaden, deepen, 

,and enlarge them. Much comes from the children 
themselves their shared social experiences, but 
the teacher gives her own materials and experi- 
ence and also furnishes experiences through litera- 
ture, art, music, science, games, etc. 

most important preserve individual and 
group freedom, and the ready spirit contributing, 
not only accept and develop initiative encour- 
age growth, but help the next higher step 
any given line, and stimulate the individual and 
the group freely take that next step. Because 
these stimuli come from social situations from the 
child’s life outside school, they suggest needs 
which become child problems and strong motives 
for construction.

action the plane highest efficiency. The chief 
business the little child growth. love fresh 
air, open windows night, free vigorous exercise, 
the right kind food right intervals, rest, sleep, 
clean teeth, nails, and hands, clean bodies and cloth- 
ing, the proper use handkerchiefs, clean and or- 
derly cabinets, serving lunch teach correct 
standards living, hands washed before and after 
lunch, correct habits eating, sitting, and standing, 
and the right care overshoes, wraps, and coats are 
among the hygienic habits that the child learns 
rather consciously form. 

Preventive measures taken school authorities, 
such providing best sanitary conditions the 
room, clean floors and tables, materials kept clean 
condition, chairs and tables the right height, proper 
seating with regard the light and drafts, drinking 
fountains, paper towels, good ventilation, large ma- 
terials and toys and good tools encourage the use 
the large fundamental muscle areas and prevent 
nervousness and over-stimulation, and careful watch- 
ing prevent fatigue, are some the definite hygi- 
enic precautions prevent any disastrous results 
during these early years. The school nurse and phy- 
sician co-operate, and measures are instantly taken 
for both prevention and cure. 

Dr. Burnham says: primary aim kin- 
dergarten hygiene is, first all, save the child 
from disease, second, develop habits healthy 
activity. This the essential aim. Everything 
else except obedience (and this may rightly in- 
cluded among the habits health) can The 
children are encouraged move about freely while 
they are working, thus avoiding strain and fatigue. 
Opportunity for much vigorous play the open air 
and large spaces, the use the swing, slide, see- 
saw, and low parallel bars, exercise the legs, arms, 
shoulders, and back.

The 
trees are his, enjoy the shade, climb, eat 
their fruit, play their hollows, swing from 
their branches. loves dig the earth and 
very busy doing and experimenting nature, uncon- 
sciously storing away all these sensory pleasures 
which later science and facts are based. 

having experiences playing with domestic 
animals, the cat, the dog, the chickens, the rabbit, 
and the squirrel, and sharing the responsibility 
caring for them, thus learning valuable lessons about 
their food and habits. Between him and his pets 
there bond sympathy that the result his 
play, love, and care for them. Through actual ex- 
periences his walks, excursions, gardening, ob- 
servation and plays, seeing concrete things 
related his life and forming right habits ob- 
servation, feeling, and thinking. With gardens and 
window boxes, individual egg-shell gardens, co- 
operating the care them, developing the 
habit regularity and the beginning the nurtur- 
ing instinct.

Literature and Story Telling 


story one the most effective teaching 
instruments for the child. feed the instinctive 
tastes the child upon the best literary food the 
story must measure the best standards lite 
erature. The story told often enough for the 
child possess and assimilate its beauties and 
excellence. the child both imitative and im- 
aginative learns know the characters the 
story living them, reacting them imagina- 
tively. The teacher influences the children through 
her habits speech, through her power sugges- 
tion, and through the sympathy and magnetism 
the tones her voice. The story told correct 
and appropriate language, with clearness and pure 
enunciation. The language graphic, concrete, 
imaginative. The child lives two worlds, the 
world people and things familiar, and the world 
fancy, fairy land. needs both fairy and realistic 
stories; realistic stories reflect and idealize the 
world about him, and fairy stories transport him 
the wings fancy the land make-believe. 

The kindergarten child through story telling 
able appreciate good story and retell several 
stories, giving the main events they occur. 
encouraged tell original stories using good ex- 
pressive language. Children reproduce few short 
stories, parts stories, Mother Goose verse, 
dramatically. Kindergarten children entering 
the primary should know twelve the old classic 
fairy tales, six good realistic stories, ten selected 
verse other than Mother Goose, and twelve selected 
Mother Goose rhymes.

Marionettes and the Theater 


Education and the theater are closely united 
that there escape from the intelligent utiliza- 
tion this fact every teacher. The spoken word, 
the motion picture, and now the puppet show claim 
our most serious consideration. all forms 
dramatics, nothing has appealed the kindergart- 
ner quite much the puppet and its superior, 
the marionette. doing very little reading one 
finds that historically they have record surprising 
most us. They have literature their own 
and their production calls for endless device artis- 
tic and mechanical effort. Probably finer educa- 
tional project was ever presented children than 
the production original and successful puppet 
show. Perhaps few suggestions sources 
information regard puppets and marionettes 
may helpful this time. 

year ago (November, 1921) KINDERGARTEN 
AND First GRADE published very interesting and 
instructive article upon the puppet show produced 
training school New York. This article 
serves excellent start for more extended study. 
Any good library will put one touch with the most 
fascinating material. Gordon Craig’s writings prob- 
ably take first place, this enthusiastic artist having 
given impetus the modern productions. Mr. 
Craig made his studies and experiments Italy 
few years before the war. 

The mere mention marionettes calls mind 
Tony Sarg. His work started New York City, 
and many have had the pleasure seeing his 
show. His book, The Tony Sarg Marionette Book 
(B. Huebsch, Inc., New York), actually written 
but Mr. Sarg illustrates it, and 
permits the revealing mechanical secrets exceed- 
ingly precious young producers. This little vol- 
ume joy throughout, dealing with history, 
mechanics, Mr. Sarg’s personal experiences, and con- 
taining two charming plays.
